DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment dated 07/07/2009 has been received and entered. By the 
amendment, claims 23, 32-41, 57, 60, 63, 66, 68 and 69 are now pending in the application. 

Claims 23, 32-41, 57, 60, 63, 66, 68 and 69 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art disclose, singly or combined, an LCD device having a plurality of 
spacers interposed between two substrates, wherein the spacers are formed to satisfy all 
condition as set forth in claims 23, 32-33, 57, 60, 63 and 66. Furthermore, the pixel regions 
include both first pixel regions that oppose color filters of a first color, in which the final 
protection film is interposed between the pixel electrodes and the transparent substrate, and 
second pixel regions that oppose color filters of a second color, in which the final protection film 
is not interposed between the pixel electrodes and the transparent substrate, wherein the first 
color is different from the second color as set forth in claims 34, 38 and as well as both the first 
and second spacers are formed over a black matrix by laminating a first resin film and a second 
film as set forth in claims 68-69.
